ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Fourteen articles were filed, last 
Friday, for the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting in March. 

Only one-of those filed was by the 
Board of Selectmen, the others 
having been filed by residents of 
Wilmington, 

Filed by the Selectmen wasanar- 
ticle proposing to purchase an Ac- 
counting Machine for the Town of 
Wilmington, 

Several of the articles have to do 
with rezoning, with Building Inspec 
tor Minot Anderson filing articles 
calling for better definition of cer- 
tain areas. 

Anderson seeks to avoid confusion 
by definng areas by their natural 
bounds, rather than by surveyor’s 
bounds, One of the areas affected, 
across from the Wilmington Plaza, 
he would have defined as being that 
area enclosed by Bridge Lane, 
Main Street, Shawsheen Avenue and 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, in- 
stead of the present definitioa, 
which cites so many feet in such 
and such a direction,: 

Anderson told the Planning Board 
Tuesday night that this would lead 
to a better understanding of the 
Zoning By Law by the average in- 
dividual, 

Among the Re-Zoning articles 
submitted 1s one that would change 
the zoning on and along Chestnut 
Street, to the Woburn line, for a 
distance of 200 feet trom the street 
on each side from Rural (60,000 
8q ft house lots) to Single Residence 
A (22,500 5q ft house lots),

No. Wilmington, would be changed 
to Industrial, from the present 
zoning, according to another arti- 
cle submitted, 

The area affected is mostly low 
Swampland, extending along the 
Boston & Maine RR, Portland Di- 
vions, The proposal, as studied by 
the Planning Board Tuesday night 
would extend in part up to Concord 
Street, but with buffer zones, 

Another rezoning article was sub- 
mitted torezone land East of the 
Boston & Maine RR on Kilmarnock 
(formerly Grove) Street, to In- 


dustrial, 

Atty Simon Cutter told the Plan- 
ning Board Tuesday night that a 
firm, whose name he did not dis- 
close, seeks to have a warehouse 
put on the site, Most of the move- 
ment of freight would be by rail- 
‘road, he said, with only one truck 
being used 

Two articles call for rezoning 
along Lowell Street, one being the 
area near Lucci’s Market, and the 
second being an area near Elia’s 
Busy Corner Store, 

Chapter 90 ( County, State and 


Town) Construction of a part of 
Burlington Avenue is asked for in 
another article submitted. Thear- 
ticle wo..ld have the street recon- 
structed from the Burlington Town 
Line to Boutwell Street. 

Three articles were submitted 
asking for safety measures for 
children, on the public streets, 

One article would require the 
cutting of hedges, shrubs and of 
brush, to a height of not more 
than 18 inches, at street corners, 
A second asks for sidewalks on 
streets leading to schools, 

A third asks that a member ofthe 
Police Department be stationed 
at railroad crossings across which 
children must walk on their way 
to and from school, 

There are three separate articles 
asking for street lights, one at 
the corner of Brentwood Ave and 
Woburn Street, one for a light

for four lights on Marcia Road,

It was back in the year 1919, when 
the total enrollment of the Wil- 
mington Public Schools wassligh t- 
ly less than 500, and then enroll- 
ment in Wilmington High School 
was 75, that Miss Laura N. Mar- 
land, of Andover first began to 
teach, in Wilmington High School. 

Fresh from Jackson College, now 
a part of Tufts, with an AB degree 
Miss Marland taught classes ‘in 
English, French, US History and 
Ancient History, in that firstyear, 

One day she remarked tothe High 
School Principal, Nelson I Mixer, 
that the school had no Physical 
Educational Director, As of that 
moment she had a new duty, and 
Mr Mixer had a new department 
in the school he supervised, 
Through the intervening years, 43 
of them, it has been that way, with 
Miss Marland, 

She became the Senior Class ad- 
visor, she was the coach for the 
j Senior Play. 

A High School paper was started, 
and ft was Miss Laura N Marland 
who was the guiding hand behind 
the scenes, That paper was The 
Alpha, the only newspaper in the 
United States that was published 
weekly, by a High School, It was 
also the only newspaper in the 
United States that was both a High 
School paper and the town paper 
as well. That it succeeded, as it 
did, was due to the work of the 
young lady from Andover. 

Fall, winter and spring, every 
week day would see Miss Marland 
descend from the 8:15 am train 
from Andover, at the North Wil- 
mington RR depot, and trudge down

: subsequently turned down by the Town yeeting 
that the plan evolved that the town would 
standardize on two school types, and that 
| these schools were to be so placed, around 
town as to obviate, as much as possible, the 
need of having school busses. 

The "Round" School plan was evolved, for 
the first six grades, and the "Intermediate" 
for tre seventh and eighth. 

Two Round Schools have been built, using 
the same plans (with a little alterations to 
suit the particular site). There were to be, 
eventually eight or more, using the same 
plan, which ms owned, not by the architect 
~but by the town. 

The idea was to save on architect's fees, 
$50,000 or so on each building. 

In the Intermediate School type the same 
; thinking was planned. Three Intermediate 
| Schools, one in North Wilmington, one in East 
or South Wilmington, and one in West Wilming- 
ton, all using the same plans. 

There has been, over the intervening years 
position to the Round Schools, some of it

not well founded, 
cism too. 

Much of the criticism in the past has al- 
leged that the schools were not suitable for 
classes, as such. 

The present Superintendent of Schools, Mr 
Shea, does not subscribe to this argument. 

There has been stories about mal-functions, 
based at least partly on facts. Everything 
new can be expected to have troubles, and the 
schools are no exception. The troubles can 
Probably be corrected, without a lot of noise 
unless people want to make noise. 

It might be fair to point out that the 
Swain School, once the High School, had water 
in the cellar for part of the time of the 
first seven years of its forty-seven year ex- 
istance, and that it wasn't until there had 
been several trial and error Processes that 
the cellar was drained. 

But now the Town is to have a new model 

|15 room model probably. 
} The thinking behind this is that by build- 
ing more than 12 rooms, in this case 15, the 
town can have a year's respite from school 
jbuilding. The educational needs of the town 
seems to indicate 8 rooms next year, and then 
8 in the year following. 

If a 12 room school is to be built, the 
story is, then the town will have to start a 
new one again, right away, for the year fol- 
lowing. 

So now the Town is going to own plans for 
something we might call the 15 room Station 
Wagon, in addition to the 12 room Volkswagon 
Economy Model, and the 20 room Super-Bus,. 

Is the town on the right path? Or is it 
defeating its own purpose?

Our ‘Spark’ 


Many years ago, in Norway, we 
purchased a Norwegian Kick Sled, 
known to the Norwegians as a 
‘Sparkstortning’ and more famil- 
jarly as a Spark, 

It is, in that country, the winter 
substitute of the summertime bi- 
cycle, Daddy stands onthe runners 
and has the family seated ahead 
of him, He kicks with one foot,

Tt is a fast sled, and tothe Amer- 

iean eye it could be confused with 
an Eskimo Sledge, the kind that 
the Husky dogs pull, in the moving 
pictures of the far and frozen 
North, 
But it isn’t, We have used it on 
the streets of Wilmington, and 
sometimes, years ago, used to 
achieve good speed, That was in 
the days before the Highway De- 
partment got efficient, and spread 
sand on the streets to prevent 
skidding accidents, 

Sand is the bugaboo of our Spark, 
One grain of sand, when the sled 
is perhaps doing 20 miles anhour, 
will cause the sled to verve sharp- 
ly, and possibly spill the riders, 

The point of all this is that last 
week we were able to use our Nor- 
wegian Kick Sled, or Spark, at 
least briefly, going across fields

NO NEED UF LITIGATION 


The Cambridge Superior Court, 
Tuesday told Attorneys Philip Buz~ 
zell of Wilmington, representing 
the Wilmington Water Department 
and Eugene Tougas of Waltham, 
Tepresenting A, P, Rounds of Stone 
ham, that there was no need for 
tigation, in the case ofthe Hatha- 
way Acres water main leading to 
the latest extension in that devel- 
opment, 

Rounds, who has partly construc- 
ted three new homes in his latest 
extension, has been trying to get 
water service in the mains laid 
by him, The Wilmingtn Water 
Department has refused, holding 
that he had agreed to replace a 
two inch main, on Carson Avenue, 
through which the water must run 
if it is to be used in the new ex- 
tension. 

There are plans for the devel- 
opment of Esquire Estates, just 
to the north of Hathaway Acres, 
which would lead a water main 
down to a point near the present 
Rounds development,

LETTER 


Dear Larz: 

In order that the moughts I was 
trying to express at the town meet- 
ing might be more clearly under- 
stood I am taking the liberty of 
again saying them, through this 
letter. 

1, As recommended in the Plan- 
ning Board School Report of May 
1960, new schools are being loca~ 
ted in the vicinity of the children’s 
homes, in order to reduce school 
bussing costs, 

2. Part of the Report states that if 
schools are to be constructed in 
these areas, that paved access 
routes including sidewalks along 
existing streets, should be con- 
structed in order that children may 
walk safely to school, 

3, These access routes have not 
been constructed on the 3 new 
schools already completed and they 
will never be constructed unless 
parents demand that the Select- 
men take the necessary action, 

4, We cannot do much about the 
3 schools aready constructed, but 
we can take steps to see that hence 
forth paved access routs are pro- 
vided for on all new school con- 
struction projects as part of the 
school construction cost. 

This can be done by the Selectmen 
charging the Building Committee 
with this responsibility. It is not 
the responsibility of the Planning 
Board, they do the planning, and 
they do not award construction con- 
tracts; and it is not the responsi- 
bility of the School Committee. 


5. It {s hoped therefore that the 
Building Committee insructs the 
architect to indicate sidewalks and 
pedways on the plans for the new 
Woburn Street_school and allows 
money in their budget for this item. 

We don’t want to be told at the 
Annual Town Meeting, six weeks 
from now, when the Building Com- 
mittee comes in for money to 
construct the new school, that they 
would have allowed for pedways 
and sidewalks in their budget if 
they had known about it sooner but 
that it is too late since the school 
has to be finished by this fall. The 
| Building Committee is requested, 
now, the earliest possible moment, 
to allow for these items. 

6. Mr Hanke stated that land is 
| being taken tothe rear of the school 
so that a pedway could be construc 
ted to the nearest street. This cer- 
tainly makes good sense, but it 
should be carried one step further 
by developing plans for construct- 
ing these pedways in the school 
construction contract, 

7. Mr Hanke also states that 
construction of sidewalks along the 
streets is the responsibility of the 
Selectmen, This is true only in 
that the Selectmen must hold a pub- 
lic hearing on new sidewalks, How- 
ever, the Building Committee could 
indicate sidewalks on their plans, 
along existing streets, and allow 
money in their budget for this ite... 
and the Selectmen still conld hold 
their public hearing, 

This way, and only this way, can 
the townspeople be assured that 
sidewalks will actually be con- 
structed. Should the town elect to 
construct the sidewalk with their 
own forces, the Finance Commit- 
tee could transfer money reserved 
for this item from the Building 
Committee accout to the Highway 
account, but at least the Building 
Committee will have made plans 
and allowed money for a complete 
school, including paved access 
routes in order that the children 
may walk safely to school as re- 
commended in the Planning Board

PLANNING BOARD SIGNS 
LAND COURT PLAN AFTER 
| MUCH DEBATE 

A plan of a lot of land, on Taft 
Road, owned by a Winchester man, 
caused much debate in the Plan- 
ning Board meeting, Tuesday night 

The plan, which is being submit- 
ted to the Massachusetts Land

Danny Gillis, of the Wilmington 
Planning Board, was in favor of 
debating the question all night long. 

Mr, Gillis felt that in signing the 
plan, even though there was a le- 
gend on the plan saying ‘For Land 
Court Purposes Only’ wasto create 
a small lot in Wilmington, He was 
surprised to hear that a Building 
| Permit was issued, and wanted to 
| debate that too. 
| Bob Evans, Chairman ofthe Board 
told Gillis that the permit was a 
| matter’ for the Building Inspector, 
and not one for the board, but Gil- 
| Ms did not agree. 

In the long discussion which fol- 


| of the board, reminded the mem- 
| bers that the Town Counsel had 
| ruled, in the case where Tim Kane 
was disputing the ownership of 
land adjacent to the old St, Tho- 
mas Church, that the Planning 
Board was not to question the 
| ownership or claims, but merely 
| to sign the plan, as being one of 
| those submitted to it, 
| Banda took the time to study 

the deeds and opinions that ac- 
compan.ed the plan, and stated 
that it was his opinion that the lot 
in question had no legal standing 
as a house lot, since it had not 
been an individual lot for the re~ 
quired period of time. 

Building Inspector Minot Ander- 
son, who was present, said he had 
been told by the Town Counsel that 
if he were offered an opinion by a 
Massachusetts attorney that a lot 
had been in one piece for the re- 
quired time he had to issue a per- 
mit, He had understood the papers 
to say the lot was a legal one,
